Numbers” hot lines you can call to get a
recorded listing of the latest numbers
drawn. The numbers are: Des Moines:
515-323-4633; Cedar Rapids: 319-393-
7884; Mason City: 641-424-9111; Storm Lake:
712-732-2558 and Council Bluffs: 712-242-2163.

*  Visitour web site at www.ialottery.com. You’ll see the
latest results on the home page and you can click on any game to
get information about past drawings.

* Many television newscasts carry the results of lowa
Lottery drawings during the news or show the results on the
screen as soon as they are available.

* Radio stations broadcast drawing results. * More than 70 radio stations across the state carry a
regular feature called “Winning Minute” that airs at a regular
time each day and features stories about winners and the latest
drawing results.

*  Most daily newspapers across the state print drawing
results in a regular location in the paper each day.

*  When you need Powerball jackpot information, check
lottery billboards placed in many locations across the state that are
updated with the current jackpot information twice per week.
